We see by this that water does for u* a 


threefold service. It feeds, it washes, and 
it carries away the cinders of the body 
furnace, and through the want of it we 
are exposed to many and great dangers. 
The tissues become too dry, the blood la 
thick and its flow sluggish, and the re- 
tained waste of the body sets up a condi- 
tion which the doctors call "autointoxica- 
tion," or self poisoning. This condition 
may give rise to almost any known symp- 
toms from a pimple to heart failure and is 
really responsible for most of the semi- 
invalids with whom the world is largely 
peopled. 


To obtain the best results from water 


drinking certain rules should be observed. 
People do not all need the same amount, 
and it may take a little experimenting to 
find out just how much should be taken 
in individual cases. It has been stated by 
some physicians that five or six pints 
should be taken during the twenty-four 
Lours. Of this only a moderate quantity 
should he taken with the meals. It is a 
mistake to take no water with a meal, 
but it is perhaps a greater mistake to 
wash food down with water, especially 
with ice water. 


The best time for water drinking is at 


night and early in the morning. It is well 
to form the habit of slowly sipping during 
the bath and while dressing two or three 
glasses of cool, not ice cold, water. Two 
of three more may be sipped at bedtime 
and again two or three glasses an hour or 
two before luncheon and before dinner. 


In a very short time the value of this 


habit will become apparent in the result- 
ant general improvement in digestion, 
temper and appearance. — Youth's Com- 
panion.

SYMPATHY FOR BULLFR 


Expressed by a Crowd of Fifty 


Thousand People 


OTflT OF GENERAL BROKEN 


During a Rush by Police In Endeavor 


to Seize It—Government Took Ex- 
traordinary Precautions to Prevent 
Disturbances During Demonstration 


London, Dec. 2.—"Buller Sunday" 


passed without serious incidents. The 
government had taken every precaution 
to prevent disturbances. This included 
the reading, at three parades last week, 
of a special order in the military regu- 
lations which forbids officers or sol- 
fliers from "taking part in any meet- 
ings, demonstrations or processions lor 
party ortpolitical purposes." 


Police, many of wham were mounted, 


were stationed along the line of march, 
and, notably, in front of the war office. 


The trades unions and workmen's so- 


cieties, withbands and banners as- 
sembled along the embankment in the 
afternoon. 
There were thousands of 


spectators. Owing to the difficulty of 
marshalling the large bodies of men the 
procession was late in staging. It was 
beaded by a huge banner on which was 
a portrait of General Buller. The pro- 
cession traversed Northumberland aye- 
nue, Pall Mall, St. James street and 
Picadilly to Hyde Park. 


At Charing ^ross several mounted po- 


licemen rode up to the head of tbe pro- 
cession and attempted to seize a plaster 
bust of General Buller. The mau carry- 
ing the bust dashed it to the ground. 
This incident caused much indignation, 
but the leaders were able to curb mnd 
restrain the paraders, some of whom 
wished to attack the policemen. 


Opposite tbe war office there was con- 


siderable groaning and cries of-"shame"' 
from the men in the procession, but 
otherwise the proceedings were without' 
incident. 


When Hyde Park was reached it was 


almost dark. Here speeches from sev- 
eral platforms representing 
England, 


Ireland, Scotland, ~Wales, Devonsh>e 
siud the colonies, w^re made. The con- 
fusion was so great as to render the 
words of the speakers almost inaudible, 
'but amid a roar of cheers a resolution of 
sympathy for General Buller was pro- 
posed and adopted with great enthu- 
siasm. 


Features of the demonstration were 


passing of the collection boxes for a 
workingmen's memorial to General 
Buller and a large sale of buttonhole 
portraits of the general. 


It is estimated that at least 50,000 


people were present at the demonstra- 
tion in Hyde Park. This makes it the 
biggest thing of its kind which has oc- 
curred for many years. 


i ' Will Ask Roosevelt to Mediate 


Detroit, Dec. 2.—Four thousand Boer 


sympathizers attended a meeting held 
here yesterday an'd applauded the anti- 
British sentiments of Commandant Jan 
Krige and Congressman Lentz of Ohio. 
Resolutions denouncing the policy of 
this government in allowing the exporta- 
tion of horses and mules to the British 
in South Africa; denouncing the de- 
tention in reconcentrado camps of Boer 
women and children and extending sym- 
pathy to the Boers iiow in the field w ere 
unanimously adopted and will be seut 
to President Roosevelt with the request 
that he offer the friendly mediation of 
this country to the combatants. 


Concentration Leakages 


London, Dec. 2.—A dispatch to the 


Daily Mail from Pretoria gives indica- 
tion why, with continuous 
captures, 


the Boer forces do not seem to diminish. 
The dispatch says, the Boers are con- 
stantly escaping from the concentra- 
tion camps and towns to rejoin the 
fighting forces, and that measures will 
have to be taken to stop this leakage. 
The Boers in the towns are still irrecon- 
cilable, says the dispatch, and believe 
their cause will eventually triumph. 


Negroes Terribly Abused 


Berlin, Dec. 2.—A private dispatch 


received here from Cameroons, West 
Africa, says that a merchant named 
Wittenberg has been sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary there for im- 
paling a negro ou a ramrod. 
A mer- 


chant named Keltenich has also been 
sentenced to three years in the pen- 
itentiary for pouring petroleum on a 
negro's hands and then setting 
him 


on fire. Another merchant named 
Haesloop has been sentenced to eight 
months in jail for destroying the eye of 
a negro chief with a whip. 


New Governor of Oklahoma 


Washington, Dec. 2.—The president 


has appointed Thomas B. Ferguson gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma, vice William M. 
Jenkins, removed. In taking this action 
the president attachd to the papers an 
explanatory memorandum, stating that 
Jenkins is removed because of his im- 
proper connection with a contract be- 
tween the territory and the Oklahoma 
Sanitarium company.

THE PRESIDENT AT TUB GAlftE 


For the first time in some years if 


not in our history the seat of the na- 
tional government was 
transferred 


Saturday from Washington to a foot- 
ball field. The game between West 
Point and Annapolis, representing the 
ermy and navy, became an event of 
national importance because of the 
presence there-of President Roosevelt, 
his cabinet and most of the wooiineitf 
army and navy officials. And the pres- 
ident's behavior was quite evidently 
of vastly more importance than how 
the game went. Whenever anything 
Bthrlng happened on the gridiron,, aH 
«yes turned flrat to th« president of 
the United States. AU eyes noted, how 
he waved his arms and slapped some- 
body on the back in excess of joy, all 
ears 
noted 
how he yelled. Yelled? 


You bet he di-d. And quick reporters 
noticed that when the president in- 
spired the naval supporters with his 
presence, the navy scored, and that 
when, in strict impartiality as com- 
mander of both army and navy, he 
• favored the army, th« army scored. 
When the president grew so excited 
over the contest that he couldn't sit ; 
etill any longer, he nimbly jumped the j 
fence that separated spectators from | 
sidelines, and 30,000 pairs of eyes nearly 
burst from their sockets. 
It was a 


great day off for official Washington, 
the last chance for exuberance for the 
president before he was to have con- 
gress on his hands. No wonder he felt 
eay. But in observing the incident, one 
Is led to wonder if being a president 
doesn't somewhat interfere with en- 
joyment of a football game. How can 
a nian feel perfectly comfortable in 
whooping 'er up for his favorite side 
when his official position compels him 
to have no favorite side and he knows 
that 30,000 people are more interested 
in seeing him whoop 'er up than in the 
game itself? The fact that President 
Roosevelt seemed to t>e so nearly un- 
conscious of all this shows how sturdy 
is his love of sport. And the country 
rather likes to see a president who can 
literally fall all over h'imseif with Joy 
in a football game like any other 
rooter.

The 57th congress begins its sessions 


today, and from this time on public 
interest will be centered very largely 
in the doings of the lawmakers at 
Washington. 
The practical work of 


the session will begin tomorrow, when 
the president's message will be read, 
and the 
many 
important 
matters 


touched upon in that will then be be- 
fore congress for action. As for the 
organization of the house, there will 
be very little change. Speaker Hender- 
son will l|e at the head of it, Reed's 
ruies will be in force, and many of the 
chairmen of committees will be the 
same. 


It is impossible to enumerate In any 


detail the many 
important matters 


which are to be considered, but the 
interest in the subject 
of the tariff 


and reciprocity will be most keen. The 
position to be taken by the president 
on reciprocity will be eagerly awaited, 
although it is anticipated that very 
little that is positive beyond the affirm- 
ation of his advocacy of the establish- 
ment of reciprocal trade relations will 
be stated. 
i 
On the question of rivers and har- 


bors appropriations there will be a 
strong local interest, due to the gen- 
eral desire that something be done 
towards the permanent 
improvement 


of Boston harbor which Is so much 
needed. 


And the Chinese exclusion question 


wilj come in for its fair share of at- 
tention. In some respects this matter 
has much in common with the tariff, 
since it affects the American workman 
directly, while the tariff affects him 
through the industries in which he 
finds employment. The report in Sat- 
urday's dispatches that all Chinamen 
In the country are to be taxed by the 
Chinese six companies, the real Chi- 
nese power in this country, for the 
purpose of fighting a new exclusion 
till, adds timely picturesqueness to the 
question, while it is anticipated that 
President Roosevelt's known attitude 
will lead him to speak strongly against 
the letting down of the bars. 


The questions of anarchy, the isth- 


mian canal, the ship subsidy the in- 
crease of the navy and the regulation 
of trusts are among the most import- 
ant of the others that will have a 
share in the attention of congress, and 
in •whose discussions the people of the 
country will find more to interest them 
than many sessions of congress have 
furnished. 


FINANCIAL JUSTlWt 


It is worthy of more general atten- 


tion than has been given it thai tw 
justices of the superior court who 
presided at the trial of Charles R. 
Eastman, the Harvard instructor, for 
murder, have directed that the county 
of Middlesex pay debts amounting to 
over J3000 contracted by him for ex- 
pent testimony in his defense, it is a 
practical step of no small importance 
towards the solution of the question 
as to what compensation shall be giv- 
en a man who has been wrongfully ac- 
cused of a crime. The theory that a 
man 
shall be deemed innocent until 


found guilty serves, in theory be it re- 
membered, to leave unharmed in social 
•tandlng a mai. who has been found 
Innocent of a great crime. 
But when 


« man is accused of a crime like mur- 
der, and compelled to stand trial at 
great expense to himself, a sense of 
justice demands that some financial 
compensation shall be made him by 
the state which has, in the effort to 
have justice done, wrought injustice 
to the individual. 


In a recent discussion of the ques- 


tion in these columns, attention was 
given to the suggestion that has been 
mad* at times, that the accused, 
when found Innocent, shall through 
thta verdict be entitled to the payment 
by the state of the expense he has. been 
0>ut to for the maintenance of his in- 
nocence. The law's provision that a 
man unable to secure counsel shall 
have it provided for him, does not re- 
lieve the flltuatloji for a man like East- 
man, or In our own county like young 
JWburcb, woo i* able to pay the ex.

BUSINESS AND BEARDS. 


Most load ran Men. Clean Shaven o* 


Wear a Maitache Only-. 


This would appear to be mainly a 


beardless age, for, though you do not find 
men in nearly all pursuits who wear 
beards, they are nevertheless in a vast 
minority just now. In the first place, let 
us take the typical city man. He is prob- 
ably engaged on the Stock Exchange, and 
if so-it will be remarkable if he wears a 
beard. Most of the frequenters of Throg- 
morton street are clean shaved or at most 
a mustache is cultivated. The same ap- 
plies to most bank clerks and young and 
middle aged men in insurance and other 
offices. Secretaries of companies are also 
generally content with cultivating slight 
mustaches if they are not altogether 
clean shaved. 


On the other hand, It is curious to note 


that beards seem fairly popular among 
accountants. Indeed it would almost seem 
as if the growth of hair on the face were 
conducive to clear beadedness in matters 
of calculation, so general do beards and 
whiskers appear to be among men of fig- 
ures. Middle aged buyers and travelers 
in the wholesale soft goods and the "rag" 
trades si so seem, partial to cultivating 
hair on the face, though in retail trades 
it is seldom that more than the mustache 
is gro «rn. Bearded men are the exception 
rather than the rule among drapers, 
bootmakers, stationers, grocers, hosiers 
and such like callings. In the govern- 
ment service men are, as a rule, either 
clean shaved or they cultivate the mus- 
tache only. Take the clerks, telegra- 
phists and sorters in the postoffice. Mus- 
taches, especially the downy, embryo 
sort, seem rather popular among the 
youths and younger men, while a few of 
their middle aged seniors indulge In the 
luxuries of comfortable beards, but for 
the most part the clean shaved men man- 
age to hold their own. 


At Somerset House the same remarks 


may be applied as at the treasury and 
other government offices. In the army of 
course they cultivate mustaches, but 
beards are practically, unknown, even 
among our generals. Naval officers are, 
as a rule, clean shaved, though beards are 
pretty common among seamen. The law 
is of course the cleanest shaved of all 
clean shaved callings, which is perhaps 
but as it should be. Medical men, on the 
other hand, are rather fond of their mus- 
taches. One supposes that they are cul- 
tivated when their wearers bave set np in 
practice in order to inspire confidence in 
possible patients. Take it all around, 
however, it may safely be said that clean 
shaved men in London are quite as nu- 
merous as those with mustaches if not 
slightly more so, while the man with a 
beard would appear to be getting more 
and more of a rarity.—London Express. 


CHRISTMAS HINTS. 


By Mrs. liarbara Sadler. 


Turk»y is too common on the AmeiS- 


can table to claim any particular at- 
tention at the Ckristiuns season, and so 
is chicken, unless it can be dished up in 
some new or unique form. One clever 
housekeeper, who barf to enlarge the 
family table to its utmost dimensions 
each Christmas day to accommodate the 
party she entertains, has solved the 
problem of dinner in this fashion: Bouil- 
lon in cups, icast goose, cold chicken 
pie (English 'fashion), plum pudding 
(also English) and pumpkin pie. There 
will be vegetables and accompaniments 
to each meat dish, of course. 


Bouillon. 


This is best made at home, and the 


following will make three pints with 
five hours of cooking: 
Take three 


pounds of beef cut from the lower part 
of the round, remove all the fat and 
chop the meat to a mince. Place it in 
a saucepan with three quarts of cold 
water, let it stand one hour, then place 
it on the fire, cover and bring slowly to 
the boiling point, skimming as often as 
needed. 
Then place it back where it 


will only simmer, and let it remain four 
hours. Cut one onion, one-half carrot 
and two sticks of celery in> bits and add 
them with a sprig of parsley, one bay 
leaf, two cloves and six peppercorns. 
Simmer one hour longer, add a tea- 
spoonful of salt, strain into an earthen 
bowl and cool without covering. When 
ready to use, remove whatever grease 
has settled, on top, season to taste and 
put it Into a' saucepan with three- 
fourths of a pound of lean beef chopped 
fine and the white of an egg. Stir until 
it boils, cook fifteen minutes, strain 
through a cloth and the liquid will be 
perfectly clear and of the color of am- 
ber. 


Boast Goose. 


A goose more than four months old 


will be tough, so if there is the least 
doubt of its age, braise rather than 
roast it. It can be browned afterwards 
and will have the appearance of a roast. 
Dress and truss the goose, singe and 
wash the skia well and flatten the 
breast bone by striking it with a rolling 
pin. 
Stuff the goose only partly full 


with mashed potato, highly seasoned 
with onion, sage, salt and pepper, or 
with a mixture of bread, apples, onions, 
sage, salt and pepper and a little but- 
ter. Dredge the outside with salt, pep- 
per and a thick coating of flour, put a 
little water in the pan and baste fre- 
quently. About eighteen minutes to the 
< 


pound is the allowance for a young " 
goose, twenty-five minutes for an older 
one. 
Serve with a brown, giblet gravy 


and apple sauce. 


LADY FINGERS. 


Beat the >olks of six eggs with eo« 


and a fourth vupfuls of powdered sugar 
until light and cifimy and add a flavor- 
ins of vnnilla, lunon or orange flower 
water. 
{•(»!• i. Lghtly one cupful of 


siftad flour nn ' t! n\ the whites of tho 
eggs, wliij.pe.l to .1 '•lift froth 
Add a 


little salt before the whipping and place 
the. mixture in a pa»tiy \>'&. Place a 
sheet of paper on a baking tin and press 
the cake dough through the tube of the 
pastry bag, which bhould have an open- 
ing one-half to three-quarters of an 
inch wide. Cut off the paste from the 
tube with a knife so the ends will be 
clean, leaving the strips four and a half 
inches long. 
Dust the fingers with 


sugar and bake in a moderate oven ten 
or twelve minutes or until a light crust 
has formed. When done stick two to- 
gether with white of egg. 


CHICKEN SOUFFLE. 


Make a white sauce by putting one 


tablespoonful of butter in a saucepan or 
double boiler and adding a tablespoon- 
ful of flour when it has melted. Cook 
a moment without browning, then add 
slowly one cupful of milk. 
Stir until 


smooth and season with salt, pepper, 
parsley and onion juice. Remove from 
the fire and stir in the beaten yolks of 
three eggs. 
Add a cupful of chicken 


chopped fine and stir the mixture over 
the fire until the egg has thickened a 
little. Set aside to cool, rubbing a little 
butter over the top so that a crust will 
not form. When ready to serve beat the 
whites of the eggs and stir them lightly 
into the chicken mixture. Put it into a 
pudding dish and bake in a hot oven for 
twenty minutes. Serve at once in the* 
same dish.

BOILED MUTTON. CAPER SAUCE. 


The leg is the better piece for boiling, 


but the shoulder and other pieces may 
be used. Wipe the meat thoroughly 
with a cloth wrung out in cold water 
and put in a kettle with sufficient boil- 
ing water to cover it. Allow the water 
to boil vigorously for the first five min- 
utes and then simmer slowly until the 
meat is tender. When the meat appear-; 
to be half done, add a tablespooutul of 
salt. To make the caper sauce, melt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, add two table- 
spoonfuls of flour mixed with one-half 
teaspoonful of salt and pepper enough 
to season to taste. Pour on gradually 
one and one-half cupfuls of hot water. 
Boil five minutes, add one-half cupful 
of capers, drained from their liquor, 
and one tablespoonful of butter a small 
piece at a time. 


English Chicken Pie. 
' 


Take two tender chickens and cut 


them up as for cfrying. Put them into 
a large saucepan with two and a half 
quarts of water, add a bouquet of sweet 
marjoram, basil, parsley, three bay 
leaves, a sprig of thyme and a small 
blade of mace and simmer until well 
| cooked. When the chicken is about half 
• done, add to the pot one-half pound of 


< bacon cut into small pieces. A quarter 
I of an hour before, removing the chiqken, 


add half" of a "can of truffles cut in 
slices. Boil eight eggs very hard, cut 
them in slices and arrange a layer on 
the bottom of an earthen dish. Cover 
•with a layer of truffles, then a layer of 
chicken meat, and continue this treat- 
ment until the dish is two-thirds full. 
Return the hones aud coarse pieces of 
meat to the pot and reduce the liquid 
one-third. Strai», cool, and remove the 
grease, return the, stock to the fire, add 
a quarter-box of ^ soaked geatine, pour 
it over the chicked and when it has jel- 
lied and is ready to serve, place on the 
top a crust of puff paste which has been 
cut to fit the dish and baked separately. 


Pumpkin Pie. 


This is the best recipe for pumpkin 


pie that I have come across. 
Cut a 


pumpkin into small pieces, remove the 
soft part and seeds, cover and boil slow- 
ly for several .hours. The pumpkin must 
be boiled until soft and nearly dry, as 
the water cannot be drained off without 
taking some of the flavor of the pump- 
kin. 
Press it through a colander and to 


two and one-half cupfuls of the pulp, 
add two capfnls of milk, one teaspoon- 
ful each «f salt, butter, cinnamon arid 
ginger, one tablespoonfnl of molasses, 
two eggs and Kugar to taste. Add the 
beaten eggs inst and after the mixture 
is cold. Pttur it into an open crust and 
bake forty to fifty minutes. 


POULTRY POINTERS. 


More eggs will be obtained if the fowls 


bave plenty of room. 


Never kill a fowl for the table shortly 


after it has been fed. 


Diseases are readily transmitted from 


the parents to the offspring. 


Always select a small, active, vigorous 


male in preference to a large one. The 
large cocks are apt to be lazy. 


A filthy drinking place will breed die- 


ease sooner than anything else. It easily 
becomes foul where a large number drink 
from it. 


The slow feathering fowls are usually 


ike hardiest, as the drain on the system 
occasioned by quick feathering does not 
weaken them. 


Keep the breed yon like the best and 


that fills the requirements. Take care to 
avoid inbreeding. Raise your own hens, 
but get your roosters from other flocks. 


The eggshell is porous, and any filth on 


it will soon affect the meat. Eggs should 
be cleansed as soon as gathered if at all 
•oiled. Keep them in a dark, cool place. 


The confinement of fowls hi not an im- 


proper mode of caring for them, but there 
should be only a few together. It is often 
the crowding logBtiier of large numbers 
that causes failure. 


Crop bound fowls can trace their trou- 


ble to lack of gravel or sharp, gritty 
grinding mnteria* as well as to fibrous 
substances, such as potato and apple 
parings or grass blades. 


Dry lime is too caustic to be jiven 


alone. Keep a vessel of limewater con- 
venient and mix a little of it with soft 
food and also with their drinking water. 
Lime is a corrective of bowel diseases 
and a remedy for soft shelled eggs.

POTATO AND FISH TIMBALE. 
Butter a plain mold, sprinkle it with 


white bread crumbs and fill it with 
mashed potato which has been seasoned 
and mixed with two or more egg yolks 
and some grated cheese. Bake for forty 
minutes in a moderate oven. Cut around 
the top one and ft half inches from the 
edges, using a pointed knife, lift off the 
piece, and with a spoon scoop out the 
potato, leaving a lining one and a half 
inches thick. Brush the inside with egg 
and place it in the -oven to dry and 
brown. Fill with creamed fish, replace 
the top piece and fill the cut with po- 
tato so as to confine the fish. Place a 
dish over the top* invert the mold and 
let it stand a few minutes as the mold 
will then be easily emptied, and serve 
with a white sauce. 


SCALLOPED MUSHROOMS. 


Make a ronx of one tablespoonfnl 
each of butter and flour, add two cup- 
fuls of chicken broth or white stock and 
the chopped stalk& of a pint of mush- 
rooms and reduce the sauce one-half by 
cooking. Then add a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley, pepper and salt and 
turn into a shallow baking dish. Press 
into it us many mushrooms as will fit 
into the dish, placing them close to- 
gether with the fills up. put a piece of 
butter on each, sprinkle "the top with 
crumbs and place in the oven for five 
to eight minutes. 
Serve in the same 
dish. 


KENTUCKY CORN DODGERS. 
Mir a teaspoonful of salt with a cup- 


ful of white cornmeal and scald it with 
just enough boiling water to dampen it 
Then add enough cold milk to mold eas- 
ily and form into cakes three-quarters 
of an inch thick in the middle and ob- 
long in shape. Use a tahlpspoonfnl of 
dough for each cake and iake them on 
a greased pan in a hot oven for twenty- 
five minutes. 


SCALLOPED OYSTERS. 


Of the many ways of preparing this 


dish you will find none more simple than 
the following: 
Mis one cupful of 


cracker crumbs with one-half cupful of 
stale bread crumbs. Wash, one pint of 
oysters, reserve the liquor and heat to 
s.a boiling point, strain and add enough 
not' cream to make one-half a cupful. 
In this liquor dissolve one-half a cupful 
of butter and stir into the crumbs. Put 
a thin layer in the bottom of a buttered 
shallow dish, cover with one-half of the 
oysters and sprinkle.-with a little salt, 
pepper and just a bit of mace. Repeat 
the operation and cover with the re- 
maining mixture. 
Sprinkle buttered 


cracker crumbs over the top and bake 
in a moderate oven for thirty minutes. 


LAMB CHOPS WITH ONION 


PUREE. 


Wipe the chops and remove the super- 


fluous fat. 
Heat a frying pan, rub over ! 


with mutton fat, put in the chops, and 
as soon as under surface is seared, turn. 
Turn frequently until done; the cooking 
requires from six to eight minutes. 
Brown the edges by standing the chops 
upright around the sides of the frying 
pan. When half done, sprinkle with salt 
End pepper. To make the onion puree, 
cook the onions, drain as dry as possi- 
ble, then rub through a sieve. 
Cream 


together one table^poonful each of but- 
ter and flour, one-quarter of a cupful of 
milk, and the onions. Season with salt 
and cayenne. There should be one cup- 
ful of strained onion.

PRUNE PUDDING. 


Soak one-half pound of prunes for 


two hours in enough cold water to cover 
them. 
Cook in the same water until 


soft'. Remove the (stones and add one 
cupful of sugar, one inch piece of stick 
cinnamon, a few gratings from the rind 
of a Ibmon, and one and one-third cup- 
fuls of boiling water; cook ten minutes. 
Dilute one-third cupful of corn starch 
with enough cold water to pour easily. 
Add to the hot mixture and cook four 
minutes, stirring constantly. Remove 
the cinnamon, turn the mixture into a 
mold and chill thoroughly. Serve with 
sugar and cream. 


BEEF PIE. 


Lay in a pie dish a few thin slices of 


onion, then n layer of cold, cooked beef, 
out \ery thin. Dredge with a little flour, 
pepper and salt and continue these lay- 
ers until the dish is filled. Add any 
cold gravy that may be at hand and 
cover the top of the dish with tomatoes, 
fresh or canned, but the pieces must be 
of uniform size and placed close to- 
gether.

Leary has been under many aliases 


In his life. He called himself Michael 
Welsh most of the time but la variety 
of other names he is said to have used. 
He was born in West Philadelphia .the 
son of a laborer and received no edu- 
cation. He .was always a tough youth 
and in early life was a bar tender in a 
tough ' saloon. 
There he learned to 


fight and there his natural tempera- 
ment to engage in fights found a field 
of exploitation. He got into trouble 
in Philadelphia and took to the road. 
That was six years ago. Since that 
time Itary has traveled up and down 
'ths states havin-g been in 25 different 
states and in Canada. He has seen 
the inside of many jails. 


Leary first came to Berkshire three 


years ago. He was sentenced to 30 
days in the house of correction. Just 
a little later he was arrested in Sara- 
toga and was sentenced to the ATbany 
pemtent-ary. The "pen" did not please 
him. He attempted 
to escape and 


was captured. A ball and chain were 
placed on him and he was made to 
work with this appendage. This made 
him ugly and he tried to assault an 
officer and had more trouble. Last 
June he turned up in Richmond and 
went to work for Representative Wil- 
liam SherriH. On June 17 he was in 
the district court at West Stockbridge { 
charged with drunkenness and as- 
sault. He created a row in the district 
court room and was sentenced to the 
house of correction.

They may have a good appetite and not 


feel ill physically. And hereiu lies their 
greatest danger, for they persuade them- 
selves that all they need is a nerve tonic 
of some sort or a little stimulant, and 
they dose themselves with various rem- 
edies, one after another, or begin to drink 
a little wine or spirits. 


The stimulation makes them feel better 


for a time, but the inevitable reaction 
comes when they feel worse than before 
and run again and again to the bottle of 
tonic or drink until they become con- 
firmed drug takers or dram drinkers, and 
which !.s worse it \rould be hard to say. 


The fatal mistake which these persons 


make is in assuming that they are not ill 
physically, but only ''nervous." 
In al- 


most every such case a careful examina- 
tion by a physician will bring to light dis- 
order of some organ and sh»w that the 
patient is physically ill and should be 
treated accordingly. It is not nerve ton- 
ics or stimulants that he needs, but a 
course of medical treatment—dictic, hy- 
gienic and perhaps medicinal. 


In the majority of eases it will be found 


that the digestion is at fault. There may 
be no evident symptoms of dyspepsia- 
no nausea, distress after eating or eructa- 
tions—yet the food may be scarcely di- 
gested at all. The stomach does its work 
perhaps in the preliminary digestion of 
the food, but the intestines, where the as- 
similation of nutriment is or should be 
effected, are at'fault. 


The food is not elaborated into suck 


shape that it can be taken up by the lac- 
teal vessels and carried to the nerve and 
other structures that need constant re- 
newing, and so the tissues suffer from 
partial starvation. 


Furthermore, the imperfect intestinal 


digestion results in the manufacture of 
vario-js poisons, which are absorbed and 
cam, a morbijj condition of the nervous 
system. 


Ti^atment should be directed to the in- 


testinal trouble and not to the "nervous- 
ness," vrhich will speedily disappear when 
once the causal condition has been cured. 
—Youth's Companion.

Calamity In Michigan 


MAT BE A HUNDRED DEAD 


Heavily Laden Passenger Trains Col. 


lided and Cars Were Piled Up In a 
Wreck Which Took Fire—Most oi 


. Victims Were Immigrants

Detroit, Nov. 29.—Two passenger 


trains on the Wabash railroad, one go- 
in? west, the other east, met in a fright- 
ful collision while going at almost full 
speed, one mile east of Seneca, a vil- 
lage 11 miles west of Adrian, shortly af- 
ter 7 o'clock Wednesday night. 
Both 


trains were wrecked in the dreadful im- 
pact, entailing a tremendous loss of life, 
estimated from 80 to 100. The list of 
injured will probably reach 125, 


The west bound train was known as 


No. 13 and was a regular, which, be- 
sides its regular coaches, had several 
coaches filled with Italian immigrants 
going west from New York. The east 
bound train was known as No. 4, the 
continental limited. It was a vesti- 
buled train consisting of a baggage oar, 
combination coach and sleeper. 


The cause of the wreck was a mis- 


reading of orders "by Engineer Strong of 


I, the continental limited. The order, it 


is stated, read: "Pass at Seneca," but 
Strong understood it to read Sand 
Creek. The conductor of the train did 
not know the engineer had misunder- 
stood the order and supposed that his 
train was going on a siding. Finding 
that the traia was running rapidly, tho 
conductor put on air brakes himsplf. 
but it was too late. The two trains 
crashed together and the cars on the 
west bound train were crumpled up in a 
heap of ruins. Engineer Strong stated 
in positive terms to an Associated Press 
reporter that his order directed him to 
pass trains Nos. IS and 3 (the latter fol- 
lowed No. 13 from Detroit) at Sand 
Creek. Said Strong: 


"I saw the headlisrht of No. 13 four or 


five miles before tip collision occurred, 
but I supposed that train was side- 
tracked at Sand Cret?§ waiting for us to 
pass. The glare of the powerful elec- 
tric hadligM mad« it impossible to see 
the exact location of the other train. 
My fireman and I both jumped from tho 
riprht-hand gangway." 


Strong a»d the fireman were both 


hurled a great distance, but afthougb 
scratched,'cut and terribly jarred, they 
were not seriously injured. 


The immigrants and other passengers 


on train 13 were crushed between the 
splintered cars. If any escaped without 
injury it will be considered a-miracle. 


To add to the horror, the wreckage 


caught fire instantly and In «i short time 
the bodies of the dead and those of the 
injured -who were .pinned down were 
being burned. 


The scene which followed was heart- 


rening in the extreme. The spot where 
the wreck occurred was in tho open 
country and facilities for aiding the in- 
jured were extremely inadequate. 


As soon as tbe news of the disaster 


reached here, a relief train was dis- 
patched to the scene with a score or 
more of surgeons on board. Farmers 
from nearby and those who escaped 
from the wreck alive made heroic ef- 
forts to rescue .the'less fortunate. The 
condition of the wreck was such that 
In the darkness it was impossible to 
render immediate aid. 


The immigrant train was made up of 


nine cars behind two engines. Some of 
these cars were jammed together. The 
unfortunate Inmates fought madly >n 
their attempt to cratrl out of winrloTva 
and doors, th'us hindering each other so 
that the most of them were unable to 
escape. Very soon the wreckage begiin 
burnins: fiercely and those in the cars 
were slowly roasted to death. 


"It was a veritable hell of fire." said 


Victor C. Greenbatim, who escaped with 
slight injuries. 
"Some people who 


came hurrying to the scene from a farm- 
house in the vicinity stood about the 
wreckage helplessly witli their hands in 
their ears and their eyes averted b-1- 
cause ^3e frightful spectacle was mo: c 
than tljey could bear."

Fred F. Dowlin, who is building the 


large block on the Babbitt lot on Main 
street will not cease operations when 
that it finished, but wiil proceed at 
once to the erection of a considerably 
larger block on what is known as the 
Sibley property on the south side of 
Main street, which he purchased some 
years ago. Architect E. T. Barlow has 
been engaged to prepare the plans, 
and it is Mr. Dowhn's intention to 
break ground as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground m the spring. 


The building will have a frontage of 


80 feet and a depth of 175. At a depth 
of 65 feet from the street it will be wid- 
ened m both directions to a width of 
134 feet. The building will be six stor- 
ies high and each floor will have a 
space of 18,000 square feet. The build- 
ing will be of brick and will be con- 
structed in the most modern and-thor 
ough manner. It will have an elevator 
service and all the other improvements 
which modern, building operations nave 
developed. 


Some idea of the size of the building 


can be gained by comparing it with 
the one Mr. Dowlin is now erecting on 
the north side of the street. The height 
will be the same, six stories", but in the 
latest building which will be known as 
the Central, the floor spac« will be 
18,000 feet to each story, while the 
floor space in the building now going 
up is only 11,000 feet in each story. 
The number of brick in the block nder 
construction will be 1,250,000, while the 
new building will require 2,000,000 The 
cost, of the building now going up will 
be $150,000 and the cost of the larger 
block will be about $225,000. 


Mr. Dowlin states that from IwJf ~ro 


two-thirds of the Central ha- —•"'ady 
been spoken for and will 
i>~ occu- 


pied with one line of business. Two 
thirds of the building he is now -put- 
ting 
up 
has 
been 
renteTT 
and 


the balance of it has been prac- 
tically spoken for.. 
He has no doubt 


that there will be calls enough for 
room in the building now being erect- 
ed to fill the balance of the new block. 


The- two blocks will be of the same 


class of construction. The building 
now under way is" to be finished by 
July 1 and the same force of workmen 
will be placed at once on the Central. 
Mr. Dowlin says he can make a saving 
of several thousand dollars by mov- 
ing his force directly from one build- 
ing to the other, as it is thoroughly 
organized and can work to better ad- 
vantage than a fresh force. The pay 
rolls on the building now under way 
are from $700 to $1200 a week aco?«S- 
ing 
to the weather, and Mr. Dowlin 


states that on the two blocks SIOO.OTJO 
wiH be paid out for labpr alone. 
He 


believes the demand for such accom- 
modations as these blocks will furnish 
justifies the outlay and that the build- 
ings will prove good investments from 
the start. Leslie Woodman, of H. C. 
Wood & Co. who is in charge of the 
work on the present block, will over- 
see the building of the n&w one. 


The news of Mr Dowlin's continued 


enterprise will be very welcome to the 
people of the city, and, following close 
ly as it does, the announcement of the 
building to be done by the Kimbell 
heirs next year, which was made in 
this paper last week, it shows that 
the city is in very healtny condition in 
a business way, and that faith in its 
future ig not wanting. The Kimbell 
building and the two to be erected by 
Mr. 
Dowlin will make an amazing 


change on Main street and will be 
large and valuable additions to the 
city's important buildings. 


Mr. Dowlin has been a large build- 


er in the past, but his enterprise in 
these two instances eclipses all his 
former efforts and places him in the 
front ranks of those who are working 
to develop the city and its business in- 
terests. 


WHY THE RAILROAD LOST 


Ctmimni en Kingsley Cases and Con* 


dition of tho Narrow Guago Road 


Writing of the cases against the 


Hoosac Tunnel and Wilmington rail- 
road brought by Gertrude Kingsley, 
widow of Archie Kingsley. the engi- 
reer who was killed in an accident at 
Hoosac Tunnel last January, and by 
Warren Kingsley, the administrator of 
the estate of Orrin Kingsley, the fire 
man who Ipst his life in the same 
accident, the Greenfield correspondent 
of the Republican said in his Sunday 
letter. 


Some 
assert 
that 
the 
evidence 


against the road was not as conclu- 
sive as it should have been, but there 
was enough to show that the manage- 
ment has been very negligent in keep- 
ing the roadbed and track in good con- 
dition. It was shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the jury that there were rotten 
ties that but few men were employed 
as section hands, and that some of 
these wera illiterate. The reputation 
of the Hoo£ac_ Tunnel and Wilmington 
for maintaining a flrstclass roadbed 
and track can hardly be said to be 
very high. The road might be in 
worse condition and still not be as bad 
as the narrow gauge road out of Brat- 
tleboro, -union was given a "write-up" 
rer-entlj, but the condition i» such 
that for some time people have found 
occasion to speak humorously of it. 
One riding over it should not get out 
at any of the stations and make an 
inspection of the track, 
unless 
he 


\\ishes to spoil what might otherwise 
be a most efi3oyable trip. It is a most 
pif'tnresfiue route the road follows for 
several m'les, as it follows the wind- 
ings of the Deerfield river, shut in by 
precipitous hills on either side. 


The road, which was built about 17 


years ago, is principally for hauling 
freight from 
the 
prosperous mills 


scattered along the river. It probably 
does not earn enough to keep the track 
in as perfect a condition as would be 
necessary on the main lines of a big 
through road, but 
if the company 


pays $7000 for the two lives lost last 
January, it would seem good policy to 
spend a little money on repairs in the 
future. 


As usual in cases involving consider 


able sums, experts testified, among 
ttem Daniel W. Wheeler, inspector for 
the state railroad 
commission, who 


was called by the defense. After an 
investigation, Mr. Wheeler was un- 
able to find what caused the disister 
ard said that the track was in "rea- 
sonably good condition." 
That may 


all be, but several who have person- 
ally inspected portions of the road 
wonder what standing the inspector 
has for a road in good* condition.

Four Unions to Unite in tht New Coun- 


cil and Unions May IN Formed 


in Another Shop. Shoework- 


ers Becoming Well Or* 


ganized 


Another council of unions similar 


to the Building Trades council is to 
be formed and will be known as the 
Boot and Shoeworkers council. As H3 
name implies it wfll be composed of 
representatives of the unions of the 
boot and shoe workers,, the shoe cut- 
ters, stitohers and probably the last- 
ers in fact all shoe unions. The object 
and duties of the council will be the 
same as those of the building trades 
council, and while this n«w council 
will adjust all Immediate matters per 
taining to the different shoe unions, 
still the shoeworkers council will elect 
delegates to the Central Labor union 
and be affiliated with it. 


Since the Weber shop adopted the 


union stamp and the different trades 
formed unions, it is thought to be 
for the best interests o£ the separate 
unions to unite and form a joint coun- 
cil. In sot doing all matters of im- 
portance to any one union may be 
made known by its delegate and BO 
receive the approval or disapproval of 
the other delegates, which means the 
other unions 
themselves. 
A joint 


council means strength, and especially 
Where grievances are concerned is the 
council a most important factor. The 
joint council also does all in, its power 
to promote the sale of union stamped 
boots and shoes and union labor pro- 
ducts of other recognized organza- 
tions. It also makes special efforts 
to increase the effectiveness of shop 
crew organization in its locality. The 
council may make uniform, rules gov- 
erning members and in regard -to dues 
and fines. It is the duty of the council 
to adjust differences arising between 
local unions and employers. 


The council will now be formed of 


delegates from the_union in the Weber 
factory, since the unions there are the 
only unions that are members of the 
Boot and Shoeworkers union. 
The 


Lasters are a separate union, but still 
they have agreed to join the Boot and 
Shoeworkers union, when that unflon 
shall have obtained a certain member- 
ship, which number it has almost ob- 
tained. 


One of th« moves which has tended 


to bring the local unions into a more 
compact 
form and 
which 
means 


strength for them is the decision just 
reached by each' to meet in the same 
hall, that of the Lastfirs, in the Adams 
block, on Main street. Announcement' 
was made of the fact that the local 
Boot and Shoeworkers union had vot- 
ed to meet there, and since th'en the 
Stitchers and lastly the Shoecutlers 
unions have voted to meet in the same 
place, it is the intention to have a 
part of the hall partitioned off, so that 
in case a special meeting might be 
called of any one or two unions, sep- 
arate apartments may be had without 
interference. 


The joint council which is to be form 


ed also has the power of choosing a 
paid agent, who shall make it his 
business to look after details of the 
work and ®ee that there are no viola- 
tions of rules. While such an agent 
may not be chosen at once, the office 
will he filled later as it is an import- 
ant one. 


There is a report today that another 


of the local large shoe manufacturers 
is to adopt the union stamp. The com 
pany is considering the matter and it 
will be no surprise if the stamp is put 
in the factory in a short time. If tins 
is done and the different trades form 
unions, it will mean that the employes 
of the local shoe shops will be as thor- 
oughly organized and as strong as 
any of the trades in the city.
